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Response to Arguments 

Applicant's arguments filed August 9, 2004 have been fully considered but they are not 
persuasive. 

Applicant argues there is no teaching or suggestion in Shlomot or Shepard of an 
expanded portion that corresponds to a different amount of the signal than either the first or 
second received fi-ames. The Examiner disagrees and argues that Shepard teaches inserting 
replicated data by a single period or possibly 10 periods (col. 4, lines 25-52), which would 
necessarily require the expanded portion to be of a different size than a fi-ame of the signal. 

Applicant argues Shepard does not have the ability to dynamically change packet or 
fi*ame size such that you could have a smaller frame between two full size fi*ames. In response to 
applicant's argument that the references fail to show certain features of applicant's invention, it is 
noted that the features upon which applicant relies (i.e., dynamically change packet or fi-ame size 
for providing a smaller frame between two full size frames) are not recited in the rejected 
claim(s). Although the claims are interpreted in light of the specification, limitations from the 
specification are not read into the claims. See In re Van Gems, 988 F.2d 1 181, 26 
USPQ2d 1057 (Fed. Cir. 1993).
